The governor has signed the bill, embracing a new 


constitution to be submitted to the people of Indiana. 
iUnless there be some way by which the government 
of the state may be enjoined at law from submitting 
this new instrument of government to the people it 
(will be voted upon.and if it is, in all human probability 
it will be adopted. 
The political dust and partisan 


•reek that have beenncaused to rise from this proposal 
jto give the people of Indiana a new constitution by 
she means' adopted will not fool the people themselves. 
JIf upon examination and deliberation they decide that 
jthetdnftof the instrument embraces those-things that 
»re for the public good and not thcsei things that sel- 
JBsh politicians or calculating interests would be at once 
'i»t»pected to have embraced and perhaps hidden in any 
Snitrument of organic law they had drawn and pro- 
pped, there is no reason to-question what the fate of 
Ithe new-constitution is to be when time comes to vote 
'bpon-it It is admitted by its opponents as readily as 
it .'is asserted by its f ramers and advocates to contain 
'excellent provisions, modern and well-advised fea- 
tures of progressive government, the reforms in the 
.Organic law that would be urged and no doubt adopted 
If there were to be a constitutional convention accord- 


- !ng to more common-usage. The voters of Indiana 


Iwill have ample time and opportunity to give them- 
selves a thorough acquaintance with the proposed new 
constitution. No civic proposal has ever come to a 
final issue in this state so completely digested, and as- 
similated as will be the case with the new constitution 
when finally it shall go to a Ocijion. The people will 


- "approve it and say so. It will then be up to those who 


have so bitterly antagonized it as revolutionary to 
prove that it is an unlawful revolution.

The arguments in behalf of popular election cannot 


he stated more succinctly than as they were summar- 
ized by Senator Owen in his speech of January 9,1911, 
on the Lorimer case. 


1. Such a method would obviate deadlocks in state 


legislatures. 
During the last twenty years some fif- 


teen or sixteen contests in different states have been 
carried on with such bitterness that the body charged 
with electing senators lias proved powerless to fulfill 
its function. 
In some instances special sessions for 


the filling of vacancies have been held, and by reason 
of prolonged delays some states have been deprived 
for a considerable period of (heir equal suffrage in the 
upper house. 


2. It would compel candidates to be subjected to the 


severe scrutiny of a campaign before the people, and 
would promote the selection of the best qualified men. 
The people of the states rarely elect an unfit governor. 


3. It would prevent interference with state legisla- 


tion by violent contests over the senatorship. 
It is 


frequently true that a senatorial election not only 
pushes aside all matters of local interest in so far as 
the election of members to the legislature is concerned, 
but that it also occupies weeks, sometimes months, of 
tlie session of the legislature to the great detriment of 
the state's public business. 


4. It would prevent improper use of money and the 


corruption of legislatures. In view of recent develop- 
ments, one is tempted to say that the most-threatening 
evil in our political system arises from the comparative 
case with which men of means and ambition, men who 
could not' get a high public office by the popular suf- 
frage, can rirle over the heads of the people into the 
United States senate.

'_ Twenty-five oysters, yolk? of two 
raw eggs, one tablespoonful of chopped 
parsley, one tablespoonfui of butter, 
two tablespoonfuls of flour, one-half 
of a 
cupful nf cream, nne-half of a 


cupful of oyster liquor. on»-ei?hth of a. 
teaspoonfui of mace, salt and cayenne 
to taste.' Pick over nnd drain the 
oysters (which should be Inrse one?) 


put them in a saucepan and. shake over 
the fire until the edges curl, and they 
arc well plumped.. Drain off the liquor 
which has exuded from 
them and 


measure it; if less than a half a cup- 
ful, add enough of the raw liquor to 
make up the difference. With a silver 
knife, cut the oysters in very thin 
slices—this is better than chopping— 
put the. cream and measured liquor in 
a, double boiler and"when hot stir into 
it the flour and butter, which have 
been rubbed together to a paste. Stir 
until it thickens, add the seasonings, 
cook tw0 minutes; 
add the beaten 


yolks and parsley and take from the 
fire. Turn out on. a greased platter 
until cold. Flour the hands very light- 
ly, form the mixture into croquettes, 
dip in beaten egg, roll in fine bread 
crumbs and fry golden brown in smok- 
ing hot fat. 


Cocoanut Pudding. 


Butler slices' of stale bread and cut 


them in inch dice. Arrange in layers 
in a buttered baking dish alternating 
with grated cornamit. 
Make a raw 


custard with four eggs, three cupful* 
of milk, four tablespoonfuls of sugar 
and one tcaspoonfui of vanilla. Baste 
this over the dish until tho bread is 
evenly soaked through, then bake in 
a moderate oven.
